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Twenty-four Meet Death at a 


Fire in Chicago. 


CRUSHED BY FALLING WALL Cannon Men Would Oust Him 


Oft Important Committee. 


Chief Horan and T w en ty-three Other 


Men Killed W h ile Fighting Flames 
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W e a k 
W a te r Pressure 
Blamed for 
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Chicago. Dec. 23.—Twenty-four men. 
Including Fire Marshal Jam es Horan, 
lost their lives at the stock yards, 
crushed beneath a brick wall that fell 
while fire was destroying the meat 
storage house of Morris & Co. 
By 
midnight 
nineteen 
bodies, including 
that of Chief Horan, had been dug 
from the ruins. 
Six others were sup­ 
posed to be buried under a huge mass 
of debris. 
Twenty of those killed were fire­ 
men, Chief Horan losing his life five 
minutes 
after 
reaching 
the 
scene. 
Three of the known dead were stock 
yardB employes. Twelve persons were 
Injured.

The fire spread to adjoining build­ 
ings during the day, jumped across 
Ijoomis street to the Armour plant. 
Flames are shooting high through the 
roof of two Morris buildings adjoining 
the one in ruins, and Assistant Chief 
Seyferlich, who took command after 
Chief Horan’s death, fears the flames 
cannot be restricted to the Morris 
plant. 
All day long the body of the fire 
chief lay undiscovered in the mass of 
ruins under which he died, but finally 
the searchers came upon his corpse. 
The body was found in a hole some 
twenty feet south of the spot where 
most of the other bodies were found. 
The back of the chief’s skull had 
been crushed and he evidently had 
died instantly. 
His 
body was not 
burned at all, but had been mangled 
by the weight of the bricks and tim­ 
bers. 
Run for T h e ir Lives. 


Just as Horan’s body was carried 
from the ruins part of the wall of the 
adjoining warehouse fell with a loud 
crash and spectators ran for their 
lives in fear of a second catastrophe 
Those who were bearing the body, 
however, carried the stretcher to a 
place of safety. 
The 
m arshal’s 
brother, 
Daniel 
Horan, who had remained close to the 
ruins all day while the digging in the 
debris progressed, was present when 
the body was found. 
A coroner’s jury 
has been empaneled and the body was 
taken to the u n d e rta k in g shop con­ 
ducted by the brother. 
Mayor Busse, who was an intimate 
personal friend of Marshal Horan, was 
near the scene of the disaster most of 
the day, waiting for the recovery of 
the body, but he had gone for a lunch 
at the moment the body was recovered 
Before his departure he called up the 
junction railway’s head offices, and 
urged that 400 men be sent to ald in 
clearing away the wreckage of the 
fire. 
Complaint 
that the water supply 
was insufficient and the pressure weak 
was made by Assistant Chief Seyfer­ 
lich, as well as by stock yards offi­ 
cials. 
It was asserted that had there 
been enough water the fire might have 
been put out before the disaster came 
which cost the lives of Chief Horan 
and his comrades. The circumstances 
were cited by advocates of high pres­ 
sure system as demonstrating the ne­ 
cessity for that improvement in Chi­ 
cago fire fighting equipment. 
City officials said the water system 
at the stock yards was in a good con­ 
dition, as shown by a report to City 
Engineer Ericson less than a month 
ago by Harry L. Lucas, superintend­ 
ent of the water pipe extension bu­ 
reau. 
Mr. Lucas checked up all the serv­ 
ice pipes and found them tight, with 
no leaks, and carrying the maximum 
supply of water which the inefficient 
pipes will supply. 
It was admitted by the city engi­ 
neer, however, that the pressure in 
any of the mains is not enough to sup­ 
ply sixteen engines to the block, as 
Were used in the fatal fire.

Illinois Congressman Calls Attention 


to Roosevelt’s Expenses. 
Washington, Dec. 23.— Represents 
tive Henry T. Rainey of Illinois, a 
Democrat, has called upqn the house 
of representatives to investigate the 
railroad expenses of Theodore Boose 
velt while he was president of the 
United States. 
He declared that Mr 
Roosevelt “frequently made demands 
upon th e railroads for special trains 
for shooting trips and other junkets" 
and that he had reason to believe that 
the bills contracted by Mr. Roosevelt 
in his official capacity were never paid. 
Mr. Roosevelt, he asserted, obligated 
either himself or the government to 
pay $100,000, and the obligation should 
be discharged. 
For the purpose of learning all the 
facts Mr. Rainey introduced a reso 
lution providing for a committee ol 
five members of the house to inquire 
Into the whole question and report to 
the house 
The resolution was re­ 
ferred under the rules to the rules 
committee, but after ten days, if it 
has not been reported out, it will be 
come privileged and may be called up 
by Mr. Rainey on the floor.

Diaz Sends His Chief of Staff

A m erican Evaded Serving in the Ger­

New York, Dec. 23.—John Klein, a 
German, twenty-eight years old, an 
American citizen, formerly of Minneap­ 
olis, left the North German 
Lloyd 
liner Koenlgin Luise at Hoboken and 
told the story of his escape from the 
German 
military 
authorities, 
who 
wished to impress him into the army, 
and of his long tram p as a fugitive 
across the Alps from his home in Ger­ 
many to Rome. 
It was a walk, as Klein figured it, of 
about 980 miles, part of which was in 
snow up to his armpits in the St. 
Gothard pass. 
He has been a citizen 
of this country for five years, and con­ 
sequently did not feel called upon to 
serve in the German army when he 
went to visit his old home at Flores- 
helm, Germany, the first time he had 
seen his mother and father in twelve 
years.

Bismarck’s Comment. 
Iii the early clays of the present Ger­ 
man empire the question as to how’ 
the kaiser’s title should run divided the 
court into three sections. Due division 
favored "Geruiun emperor,” the sec­ 
ond was for “emperor of Germany,” 
while the third wished it to be “em­ 
peror of the Germans.”

sion, looked up from a meal,

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Federal Jurist Holds the Convention 


of 
1861 
Abrogated 
and 
Annulled 


Territory Affected by the Decision 


Includes Almost the Entire South­ 


ern Part of Minnesota Lying South 


of the Mississippi River. 


Fergus Falls, Minn.. Dec. 23.—Judge 
C. F. Amidon handed down a decision 
in United States court in this city dis­ 
charging I’. J. Sullivan, the alleged 
Browns Valley blind pig proprietor, 
from custody and declaring the Indian 
treaty of 1851 abrogated and annulled 
Sullivan was charged with introduc­ 
ing 900 pints of liquor into Browns 
Valley contrary to the provisions of 
this treaty. 
He was sentenced to Jail, 
but later discovered the act of con­ 
gress passed in 1863 annulling the land 
rights ana cutting off the annuities of 
the Sioux in retaliation for the mas­ 
sacre of 1862. 
After an extended review of the case 
Judge Amidon sums up as follows: "In 
the present case it is conceded that the 
Indian reservation, which was intend 
©d to be protected by article 5 of the 
treaty, ceas<-d to be an Indian reser­ 
vation by the act of Feb. 16, 1863, and 
since that time none of the Indians 
have dwelt upon that reservation or 
claimed title thereto. The whole basis, 
therefore, of federal authority over 
commerce in intoxicating liquors in 
this territory is wanting. 
There are 
no Indiana there with whom commerce 
can be carried on; therefore the na 
tional government has no power to 
regulate commerce in the territory 
covered by the treaty when congress 
annulled all rights of the Indians in 
these lands. 
It, by a necessary impi! 
cation, abrogated 
section 5 of the 
treaty, whose only object was the pro­ 
tection of the Indians 
Under this de­ 
cision the federal officers have no fur­ 
ther power to interfere with the liquor 
traffic in the wide extent of territory 
covered bv the Sioux treaties.” 
The territory affected by the de­ 
cision includes the city of Moorhead 
and almost the entire southern part ol 
the state lying south of the Mississippi, 
including part of Minneapolis
